DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 12, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by SU 619489 of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses N-vinyl pyrrol idone copolymer contain fluorescent mark 
carry physiological active compound antiviral agent. They are obtained by modification 
of N-vinyl pyrrolidonecrotonaldehyde and N-vinyl pyrrolidone anhydride copolymers with 
luminescent amino derivatives of acridine: 3,6-diamino-2,7-dimethylacrydine 
hydrochloride and 2-ethoxy-6,9-diamino-acridine lactate. 

Claims 1-6, 12 and 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by WO 98 02492 of record on 1449 

The reference discloses Rhodamine B which is modified to contain a vinyl group 
and its corporation into radically polymerized compounds such as 
diallyldimenthyammonium chloride polymers (see page 1, paragraph 1). 

Note that said polymers can be modified with a highly fluorescent dye, so that 
the dye became a part of the molecule — (see page 2, second paragraph) 

The reference further comprises copolymers of diallyldimethyl ammonium 
chloride which contains from 0.01-2 mole% of the Rhodamine B esters. It is aldanoted 
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that any free radical polymerization process could incorporate the invention as long as 
the dye's fluorescent properties were retained— (see page, second paragraph). 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lewis et al 
of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses figures 1U, 1V, 1Z, 1AA, 1BB, and 1EE, corresponding 
to the claimed compound of the formula (2) of claim 17. 

Claims 7-1 1 and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
